First Session of Court Yester-
day Morning Three Negroes
Were Sentenced to Aggre-
gate of Nine Years on Roads.

The court of general sessions for
Lancaster county, the first term of
court in this county since March of
last vear, convened yesterday morn-
ing promptly at 10 o’clock, Judge
Frank B. Gary presiding, and Solici-
tor Henry representing the #tate.

The solicitor presented the grand
Jury with four bills of indlctment
and upon three of these the grand
Jury returned true bills, as follows:

Bart Massey, housebreaking and
larceny; two cases.

James Dunlap, housebreaking and
larceny,

The first case called was that of
James Dunlap, an 18-year-old negro,
charged with entering and robbing
the store of Bennett-Terry com-
pany in this ecity last October and
atealing checks, notes and money
to the value of $350.00. He plead
gulity and the sentence af the court

Bart, Massey, negro, on two in-
aictments of hansohireaking and lar-

THE ARMENIANS WANT
AMERICA FOR TRUSTEE

Chairman of Armenian Council in
Washington Trying to Get Ac-
tion on the Mntter,

Washington, March 10, —Miran
Savesly, chairman of the Armenian
national council of America, s In
Washington conferring with officials
regarding the question of the United
States becoming the mandatory for
Armenia under the proposed league
of nations. Mr. Savesly eaid the
people of Armenia as well as Armen-
iang in America and Europe desired
that the United States act as man-
datory for their country and that
while they would have to accept the
will of the majority nations, they
did not wish to have European na-
tions as mentor.

President Wilson discussed this
question with the congressional for-
eign relations committees at the
White House dinner conference a
week agpo and was quoted by sena-
tors as sayving the United States
probably would desire to become a
mandatory for Armenia.

honor any man has ever worn " The
statement was sent to the magnzina
last night just after - the Presiden
had delivered his opera house ad-
dress.

“I could tell you,!” he wrote
“what the sacrifices vou have made
have meant to the world. 1 ecould
tell you, what history for all time to
come will say of vou and the suffer-
ings you have experienced on

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DANIELS AND BAKER
GOING TO EUROPE

Secretary of Navy and Party of
Experts Will Leave This
Week.

—

WANT DATA ON NEW SHIPS

Secretary of War Bake.r Will
Leave About April 1 and

Close Up Business Operations
Overseas,

Washington, March 10.—Secre
tary Daniels and a party of Ameri-
can naval experts will leave for Ku-
rope this week to discuss with al-
lied naval officials the best type of
capital warships to be built in the
future, based on the lessons Eained
in the great war. Because of con
flicting opinionsa on this subject
among American officers, the secre-
tary has been asked to submit a de-
finite recommendation to the nex
congress in December,

It was also learned that Secretary
Baker would sail for Europe about
April 1 to close up the business op-
erations of the Amertean expedition-
ary forees. He will be absent about
six weeks and probably will arrive
overseas hefore Seecretary  Daniels
returns home. Thus President Wil-
son and the heads of both the army
and navy probably will be away from
the country at the same time —a 8it-
uation which many officials said was
without precedent,

The naval secretary will be aceom-
panied by Rear Admiral Tavlor,
chief of the bureau of construction
and repair: Griffin, chief of the bu-
reau of steam engineering: Rarle
chief of the bureau of ordnance, and
Commander Foote, his personal aide.
The party will be joined overseas by
Admiral Benson, chief of the burean
of operations, who Is attached to the
Amerfean  peace delegation, and
Vice Admiral Sims, commanding alll
American navai forces in Burcpean
waters,

Solicitor Lamar Says His Infor-
mation Shows Propaganda
Against Government Con-
ducted With Regularity.

"Washington, March 10.—Mail
matter siezed since the signing of
the armistice has discloged that the
L. W. W., anarchists, radical so-
sialists and others are "“perfecting an
amalgamation’ which has for its oh-
ject the overthrow of the American
government through a “bloody revo-
lution™ and the establishment of a
bolshevik republic. according to a
memorandum sent to *he senate
Ppropaganda committee by Solicitor
Lamar, of the postoffice department
The memorandum was made publie
by the committee and Chairman
Overman said it would be read intn
the record tomorrow.

Declaring that in bolshevism the
radical elements of the country had
for the first time “found a common
cause upon which they can unite.”
Mr. Lamar said his information
showed propaganda against the EOV-
ernment was being conducted with
great regularity and Is magnitude
could be measured by the “bold and
outspoken statements’ found in the
Hterature. Accompanving his mem-
orandum were several hundred
cerpts from mall matter showing
the trend of th epropaganda, These
will be made public later,
